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The said committee shall complete its investigation as soon as
possible and shall make a complete report to this legislature giving
its findings and recommendations. Such report shall include
estimates as to the amount of any appropriations which may be re-
quired for the establishment of a farm machinery industry at the
state prison and shall be accompanied by drafts of bills to carry
out any recommendations that the commitiee may make.

JOINT RESOLUTION

Memorializing Congress to remit interest charges on soldier’s bonus.

WHEREAS, The United States government pursuant to act of
Congress is loaning to veterans of the World War fifty per cent
of their bonus certificates and is charging four and one-half per
cent interest on said loans; and

WHEREAS, These young men risked their lives in the service of
their country and gave up their opportunities to earn a living and
many of them are in extremely needy circumstances; and

WHEREAS, The government has reduced the debts of foreign
nations; and

WaEREAS, The government pays no interest on such bonus cer-
tificates in cases where the veterans do not make loans upon them.
Now, therefore, be it

Resolved by the Assembly, the Senate concurring, That this legis-
lature respectfully memorializes the Congress of the United States
to enact a law remitting the interest on such honus loans. Be it
further

Resolved, That properly attested copies of this resolution be
transmitted to both houses of the Congress of the United States
and to each Wisconsin member thereof.
